General Curtailment of Labor- 
ing Force Results From 
Commercial Dullness. 





Hope is held out that the opening 
Tuesday night of the Republic Iron 
and Steel mills in Bast St. Louis will 
be a permanent one, and that steady 
work will be provided for 1100, and even- 
tually for 1600 men, the full quota of 
employes. 

The mills have opened several times 
in the last few months, only to close 
again after a few days. They have not 
been run steadily since last October. 

Several large orders are now on hand, 
and the owners of the mills hope more 
will be received. The 12-inch mill, em- 
polying 700, will open Tuesday night, and 
other departments, employing 400 men, 
will open Wednesday. Several of the 
departments will run day and night. 

Two hundred more men were put :‘o 
work Monday in the National Endmel- 
ing and Stamping Co. steel mili at 
Granite City. The plant is now em- 
ploying 70 per cent of its full working 
force of 3600, but on partial time, 
amounting to about half-time on an av- 
erage. It is hoped to bring work up 
to full time within a few weeks. 

The American Steel Mills, with. 
employes, are using only 909; the glu- 
cose works, with a capacity of 200, 


are working 900, and the Commonwealth. 


Steel Co. is working 900 of its 1400 em- 
ployes. All are following the policy 
of gradual enlargement of working 
forces. 


AMERICAN GAR COMPANY 10 
LAY OFF 3500 HANDS AT ONCE 


Because of a lack of orders from rail- 
road companies, the plant of the Amer- 
ican Car and Foundry Co., at Madison, 
Ill., employing 3500 men, will be shut 
down within the next ten days, accord- 
ing to the statement of an official of 
the company to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday. 

Recently the railroads reported that 
375,000 freight cars’ were lying idle on 
the tracks. This fact, coupled with the 
inability of the railroad companies to 
float bonds or other new securities at 
this time, is given as the reason for 
the foundry company’s action. 

The works of the company at St. 
Charles, where 3000 men are employei, 
will be kept running at least 60 days 
longer. 

“We employ an aggregate of 25,000 
men,” sald an American Car and Four. 
dry Co. official, “and 
of this number are idle at the present 
time. 

“Our St. Louis niant, with 3000 hands, 
will be kept busy until August, as we 
have orders on hand sufficient to run 
until then.” 











Many Ohio Piants Reopen. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 10.—Between 
£000 and 6000 men returned to work at 
the Lorain plant of the National Tube 
Co. today. The plant had been closed 
for several months. Under normal con- 
ditions about 8500 men are employed. 

Three mills of the Stark Rolling Mill 
Co. at Canton resumed work today, and 
in Akron the B. F. Goodrich Co. has 
added 250 men to the force, and other 
rubber manufacturing plants are in- 
creasing their lists. The tube plant of 
the Mark Manufacturing Co., employ- 
ing 700 men, resumed work in Zanes- 
ville and the Roseville pottery, employ- 
ing 600 men, reopened at half time. 





Brooklyn Bank Reopens. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The First Na- 
tional Bank of Brooklyn, which closed 
on Oct. 25 last, reopened for 
today. Since its closing the bank has 
been in the hands of John W. Schofield 
as receiver. A _ deficiency of $165,000 
which existed when the bank suspended 
has been made good by the stockholders.

Commission Advises That 
Postmaster-General Be Re- 
lieved of All Details. 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Complete re- 
vision of the postoffice system in the 
United States, with the complete elim- 
ination of politics and the introduction 
of modérn business methods in the man- 
agement of all offices, and the com- 
plete separation from all but questions 
of policy of the Postmaster-General, is 
recommended by the report submitted to 
Congress today by the Joint Postal 


Commission. 
Alleging that the Postoffice, Depart- 
ment has been conducted from its in- 


ception on business principles which 
would bankrupt the largest private cor- 
poration in four years, the report says 
the department has itself only been 
saved from bankruptcy because it has 
the Government treasury to fall back 
on when deficits occurred. 

The new plan outlined suggests the re- 
moval of all direct business manage- 
ment from the Postmaster-General, and 
recommends the appointment by the 
President of an officer and assistants 
chosen solely with regard to business 
fitness instead of politics. These active 
managers, the committee holds, should 
hola office.,leng terms. 

“Before thé Postmaster-General and 
his assistants can’ become reasonably 
familiar with the operations of the 
service they are replaced by others,” 
the report says, ‘“‘who, in turn, are 
called upon to resign before they can, 
in the nature of things, become quali- 
fied by knowledge and experience to 
perform their allotted tasks. Under 
such a system only commercial 
moralization can result.’’

To Enjoy It Thoroughly Follow That Road and 
Become a Child Again--- Minnie Dupree’ S 


in Star Role. 





HATEVER you wish on Midsum- 
mer eve, which is. June 23, 
comes true. If you don’t like your 

wish and want to unwish it, you have 

to wait until Midsummer eve comes 
again. There’s the whole foundation of 

“The, Road to Yesterday,’’ in which 

little Minnie Dupree made her first 

St. Louis appearance as‘a star at the 

O’ympic last night. 

Precisely as you had to believe in 
fairies to enjoy ‘‘Peter Pan,” you have 
to believe in this old-folk lore legend 
to enjoy “The Road to Yesterday.” In 
other words, you've got to take that 
road yourself and follow it back. to the 
duys of your childhood, when such be- 
liefs were possible to you. Once this is 
done, you're all right—because you don’t 
know until the last act that the second 
anithird acts are but a dream, the dream 
dreamed by Elspeth Tyrrell, an Ameri- 
can girl, after a hard day of sight- 
seeing among the medieval “show 
places” of London, finishing with an 
indigestible repast at the old Cheshire 
Cheese Tavern of ancient memory. 

"T'was a Self-Hypnotiged Audience. 

This feat of self-hypnotism, so to 
speak, seemed easy of accomplishment 
to last night’s audience, which evi- 
dently enjoyed the play immensely. It 
plainly found the keenest amusement in 
the whimsical adventures of Miss Du- 
pree as Elspeth Tyrrell, whose Mid- 
summer eve dream in the year of 1903 
suddenly transported her and all the 
rest of the cast back to the year of 1603 
and kept them there through the two 
acts mentioned, during which time EFIl- 
speth learned that life in the Middle 
Ages wasn't anything like it’s cracked 
up to be by the novelists whose tales 
had led her to yearn so wistfully for 
a taste of the days of real romance. The 
story, of course, like that of “When 
Knights Were Bold,” in which we saw 
Francis Wilson earlier this season. 
found its basic idea in Mark Twain's 
“A Yankee at the Court of King 
Arthur,” but it’s worked out along 
somewhat different lines and there's 
quite a lot of genial satire and good 
humor in it. 

Miss Dupree was a refreshing delight 
in the naivette of her portrayal of the 
Elspeth role. Oddly enough, she looks 
like Mrs. Fiske throughout most of the 
play’s action, with the same trick of 
biting the corner of her lips at cer- 
tuln moments and also with a touch of 
the Fiskian tonal Inflections—it was 
vastly tickling te nete the resemblance 
in a character so utterly unlike any- 
thing ever played by the actress who 
used to attend the Divoll publie schoo! 
wren she was Minnie Maddern living 
in St. Louis. But there were many 
more moments when Miss Dupree was 
exclusively herself and then she showed 
us a pathetically disenchanted young 
woman of the comfortable twentieth 
century wandering disconsolately among 
the dreadful cruelties, hardships and 
coarseness of the seventeenth. The 
medieval folk she encountered were 
anything but nice—save and except a 
certain yeoman-hero—but, fortunately, 
they were those whom she knew be- 
fore she took the road to yesterday in 
her dream, and they became nice 
again when the dream was dreamed 
out, everything ending happily and 
quite up-to-date just before the last 
eurtain fell. 

Best Work Done in Second Act. 

The second act was the particular gem 
of the evenhing—it is here that we are 
first introduced to the disallusioning re- 
alities of the life of 300 years ago, see- 
ing Elspéth Tyrrell having a perfectly 
awful time, escaping, in the guise of a 
most delicious sixteenth century boy, 
from the persecutions of a noble lord of 
high degree who wanted to wed her 
by force in order to get contro] of her 
fortune. And what a fine, likable fel- 
low was this same Lord Strangevon 
(when he was merely Capt. Kenelm 
Pagiton of the present time—honestly,

There isn’t a person in the cast, hard- 
1y, but would refuse to associate, in his 
twentieth century self, with that same 
self of the sixteenth century, so huge- 
ly improved are we by the kindly touch 
of Time's fingers. 

For this is the lessen taught by ‘‘The 
Road to Yesterday,” and there seemed 
not to be one single solitary person in 
last night’s audience but rejoiced heart- 
ily with Elspeth Tyrrell when the end- 
ingg of her dream restored her to our 
own good times. All of us had come to 
love Elspeth, played with such humor- 
ouB ingenuousness by Minnie Dupree 
as to create almost a new stage figure, 
and, besides, there were other likable 
folk in the story and we were glad to 
sce them rescued from their medieval 
predicaments. Among the lot were 
Marshall Weleh as Kenelm Paulton, 
Mleanor Moretti as Malena Leveson, 
Charles Clary as Will Leveson, 
Robert Demster as Jack Greatorex, 
Esther Lyon as Eleanor Leveson, 
Josephine Shephard as Harriet Phelps, 
Fr. Owen Baxter as Adrian Tompkyns 
and Julia Blanc as Norah Gillaw, and 
they enter into the spirit of the story 
with a relish of its comedy that makes 
their work nicely convincing. 

But don’t forget—you yourself must 
follow the road to yesterday back to 
your own childhood if you want to get 
the real charm of “The Road to Yes- 
terday.”’ Otherwise—well, it’s pitiful to 
think of any otherwise, because the 
play’s not really drama, it’s pure fan- 
tesy, like ‘‘Alice in Wonderland,” for 
ins.tance.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—The Rey. 


Dr. Ray Palmer, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Jefferson City, which 
is attended by Gov. Folk, has issued 
a reply to criticisms by Senator Stone’s 
party papers on the sermon Dr. Palmer 
preached a week ago, when he lauded 
Gov. Folk. 

Papers in Kansas City and Jefferson 
City favoring the ‘‘old gang” have pub- 
lished stories intimating that Dr. Paji- 
mer would be asked to resign his pul- 
pit because of the sermon. 

Dr. Palmer’s Reply. 

In his reply Dr. Palmer declares: 

“I shall be king of my pulpit so long 
as I am a pastor in this city. The 
statement that my church is divided 
against itself is untrue. Ninety per Gent 
of my members will stand with me, 
both for the liberty of the pulpit and 
for my advocacy of Gov. Folk. Since 
Gov. Folk is the embodiment of those 
principles that Jesus Christ came to es- 
tablish throughout the world, it is not 
only the privilege, but the duty, of every 
minister and every other Christian as 
well to give him most loyal support. 

Will Support Folk. 

“Let no man dictate to me how I shall 
vote and above all things let no man 
undertake to lay his hand over my 
niouth as a preacher of righteousness. 

‘No man can make me believe that 
my church will turn its back upon one 
of its most honored and beloved breth- 
ren, Joseph W. Folk, and take their 
stand against him and step down to 
fight htm, with the brewers and distil- 
lers, the gamblers and Sabbath break- 
ers of this country.”’

KINGSTON, N. Y., Feb. 10.—Supreme 
Court Justice Betts, In sustaining a de- 
murrer in tne case of Joseph Moser 
against the Press Publishing Co., pub- 
lishers of the New York World, has de- 
cided that a newspaper has the right 
to publish in its news columns a por 
trait or picture of a person without 
first obtaining the consent of that per- 
son, 

Mr. Moser relied upon a statute of 
903, passed to prevent the unauthorized 
use of a name or picture in advertise- 
ments for purposes of trade. Justics 
Betts holds that the statute does not 
apply to news publications in papers, 
and had the Legislature so intended it 











would have made that purpose clear.

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TO STAND FIRM 
AGAINST “MOB” 


Justices Will Farm Bulwark 
Between Constitution and 
“Popular Passion.” 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The §jus- 
tiees of the United States Supreme Court 
have taken counsel regarding the pres- 
ent-day political tendencies in both par- 
ties, so far as these seem to menacs 
the Constitution. They have deter- 
mined that upon them resis the burden 
of standing between the Constitution 
and “popular passion.’’ 

They .intend at every point to meet 
these subversive tendencies and defea‘ 
them. There is reason to believe that 
the late labor decisions of the eourts 
are merely the beginning of @ series 
which will confront the innovators 
every step. 

The decisions in question declared un- 
constitutional the Employers’ Liability 
Act and the Erdman Compulsory Arbi- 
tration Act affecting disputes hetween 
labor and capital. The justices are not 
confident that Congress can be relied 
upon to stand permanently between the 
Constituti6én and what one of the jus- 
tices call@the ‘‘mob,’’ and thev are de- 
termined-4o fulfill their ancient func- 
tion of a bulwark. 

Whoever is President now and for the 
succeeding four years, the justices are 
confident that the composition of the 
court cannot be changed in that time so 
as to interfere with their intention. 
Pres'dent Roosevelt has proposed that 
certain laws recently declared uncon- 
stHutional by the Supreme Court be so 
changed as to meet the objection of un- 
constitutionality. Senator La Follette 
and others have introduced measures to 
cure. defects of unconstitutionality. It 
is extremely improbable that any mea- 
sure which the Supreme Court regards 
as of dangerous tendency can pass mus- 
ter before that bench, no matter how 
it is amended.

REFERRING TO PRESIDENT 

Empire Builder Declares Country 
Needs a Rest From Indus- 
trial Upheaval. 

I must all stop “ghost dancing.” 

W James J. Hill says so. 

Up north, in the country 
along Mr. Hill's railroads, everybody 
knows what “‘ghost dancing” is. When 
it starts on the Indian reservations, ev- 
erything else stops. and the white peo- 
ple néar the reservations, whose houses 
are not very near together, go into town 
to visit their relatives. 

But in New York, where Mr. 
made the remark, it sounded a little 
puzzling. Those to whom he made the 
remark thought it must have some ref- 
erence to a personage at Washington 
who has been writing about “predatory 
wealth” and the “death knell of the re- 
public.”’ 

Mr. Hill said, according to dispatches: 

“What this country needs is a rest. 
Let a stop be put to this ghost-dancing 
business, and everything will work out 
all right.

HATEVER you wish on Midsum- 
W mer eve, which is. June _ 23, 

comes true. If you don’t like your 
wish and want to unwish it, you have 
to wait until Midsummer eve comes 
again. There’s the whole foundation of 
“The, Road to Yesterday,” in which 
little Minnie Dupree made her first 
St. Louis appearance as‘a star at the 
O’ympic last night. 

Precisely as you had to believe in 
fairies to enjoy ‘‘Peter Pan,” you have 
to believe in this old-folk lore legend 
to enjoy ‘“‘The Road to Yesterday.” In 
other words, you've got to take that 
road yourself and follow it back to the 
duys of yotr childhood, when such be- 
liefs were possible to you. Once this is 
done, you're all right—because you don’t 
know until the last act that the second 
ani third acts are but a dream, the dream 
dreamed by Elspeth Tyrrell, an Ameri- 
can girl, after a hard day of sight- 
seeing among the medieval “show 
places’”’ of London, finishing with an 
indigestible repast at the old Cheshire 
Cheese Tavern of ancient memory. 

"T'was a Self-Hypnotiged Audience. 

This feat of self-hypnotism, so to 
speak, seemed easy of accomplishment 
to last night’s audience, which evi- 
dently enjoyed the play immensely. It 
plainly found the keenest amusement in 
the whimsical adventures of Miss Du- 
pree as Elspeth Tyrrell, whose Mid- 
summer eve dream in the year of 1903 
suddenly transported her and all the 
rest of the cast back to the year of 1603 
and kept them there through the two 
acts mentioned, during which time FI- 
speth learned that life in the Middle 
Ages wasn't anything like it’s cracked 
up to be by the novelists whose tales 
had led her to yearn so wistfully for 
a taste of the days of real romance. The 
story, of course, like that of “When 
Knights Were Bold,” in which we saw 
Francis Wilson earlier this season. 
found its basic idea in Mark Twain's 
“A Yankee at the Court of King 
Arthur,” but it’s worked out along 
somewhat different lines and there’s 
quite a lot of genial satire and good 
humor in it. 

Miss Dupree was a refreshing delight 
in the naivette of her portrayal of the 
Eispeth role. Oddly enough, she looks 
like Mrs. Fiske throughout most of the 
play’s action, with the same trick of 
biting the corner of her lips at cer- 
tain moments and also with a touch of 
the Fiskian tonal inflections—it was 
vastly tickling to note the resemblance 
in a character so utterly unlike any- 
thing ever played by the actress who 
used to attend the Divoll public schoo) 
wren she was Minnie Maddern living 
in St. Louis. But there were many 
more moments when Miss Dupree was 
exclusively herself.and then she showed 
us a pathetically disenchanted young 
woman of the comfortable twentieth 
century wandering disconsolately among 
the dreadful cruelties, hardships and 
coarseness of the seventeenth. The 
medieval folk she encountered were 
anything but nice—save and except a 
certain yeoman-hero—but, fortunately, 
they were those whom she knew be- 
fore she took the road to yesterday in 
her dream, and they became nice 
again when the dream was dreamed 
out, everything ending happily and 
quite up-to-date just before the last 
curtain fell. 

Beat Work Done in Second Act. 

The second act was the particular gem 
of the evening—it is here that we are 
first introduced to the disallusioning re- 
alities of the life of 300 years ago, see- 
ing Elspeth Tyrrell having a perfectly 
awful time, escaping, in the guise of a 
most delicious sixteenth century boy. 
from the persecutions of a noble lord of 
high degree who wanted to wed her 
by force in order te get contro! of her 
fortune. And what a fine, likable fel- 
low was this same Lord Strangevon 
iwhes he was merely Capt. Kenelm 
| ton of the present time—honestly,

All of us had come to 
love Elspeth, played with such humor- 
ouB ingenuousness by Minnie Dupree 
as to create almost a new stage figure, 
and, besides, there were other likable 
fclk in the story and we were glad to 
sce them rescued from their medieval 
predicaments. Among the lot were 
Marshall Weleh as Kenelm Paulton, 
[sleanor Moretti as Malena Leveson, 
Charles Clary as Will Leveson, 
Robert Demster as Jack Greatorex, 
Esther Lyon as Eleanor’ Leveson, 
Josephine Shephard as Harriet Phelps, 
F. Qwen Baxter as Adrian Tompkyns 
and Julia Blanc as Norah Gillaw, and 
they enter into the spirit of the story 
with a relish of its comedy that makes 
tneir work nicely convincing. 

But don’t forget—you yourself must 
follow the road to yesterday back to 
your own childhood if you want to get 
the real charm of “The Road to Yes- 
terday.”’

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AGAINST “MOS 


Justices Will Farm Bulwark 
Between Constitution and 
“Popular Passion.” 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The §jus- 
tices of the United States Supreme Court 
have taken counsel regarding the pres- 
ent-day political tendencies in both par- 
ties, so far as these seem to menacs 
the Constitution. They have deter- 
mined that upon them resis the burden 
ef standing between the Constitution 
and ‘“‘popular passion.’’ 

They intend at every point to meet 
these subversive tendencies and defea‘ 
them. There is reason to believe that 
the late labor decisions of the courts 
are merely the beginning of c series 
which will confront the innovators ai 
every step. 

The decisions in question declared un- 
constitutional the Employers’ Liability 
Act and the Erdman Compulsory Aprbi- 
tration Act affecting disputes between 
labor and capital. The justices are not 
confident that Congress can be relied 
upon to stand permanently between the 
Constituti6n and what one of the jus- 
tices call@the “‘mob,’’ and thev are de- 
termined~¢o fulfill their ancient func- 
tion of a bulwark. 

Whoever is President now and for the 
succeeding four years, the justices are 
confident that. the composition of the 
court cannot be changed in that time so 
as to interfere with their intention. 

Pres dent Roosevelt has proposed that 
certain laws recently declared uncon- 
sthtutional by the Supreme Court be so 
changed as to meet the objection of un- 
constitutionality. Senator La Follette 
and others have introduced measures to 
cure defects of unconstitutionality. It 
is extremely improbable that any mea- 
sure which the Supreme Court regards 
as of dangerous tendency can pass mus- 
ter before that bench, no matter how 
it is amended.

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Feb, 10.—A 
band of about 150 night riders, masked, 
heavily armed and wearing the insignia 
of a secret clan, invaded Fredonia, Crit- 
tenden County, Saturday midnight, cap- 
tured James Scarberry, operator of the 
Cumberland Telephone Co., and cut all 
telephone connections. 

They then forced Dave Potter, a clerk 
in a drug store, to open his store, in 
which they corralled several citizens 
and held them prisoners. 

Factory Blown Up. 

Leaving a large guard in the town, 
the others galloped to the village of 
View, five miles away, and blew up 
Alfred H. Cardin’s tobacco factory, con- 
taining 35,000 pounds of tobacco, and 
set fire to and destroyed Mr. Cardin’s 
barn, containing 10,000 pounds of tobacco 
belonging to him and his croppers. 

The loss aggregates $10,000, with $6000 
insurance.

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THE MISSOURI APPETITE FOR TAFT. 

Referring to the scandalous activity of Federal 
officeholders in Missouri in behalf of Mr. Taft, 
the Washington Post says: 

The error into which all these superserviceable 
officeholders have fallen is in assuming, as the Post- 
Dispatch intimates, that the ecbvil service regulations 
forbidding them from taking part in the manage- 
mént of political organizations or in conventions 
have been abrogated. We believe Mr. Roosevelt 
would be the first to deny the validity of any such 
assumption. 

Unhappily the belief of our esteemed contem- 


porary is not supported by the known facts as 
they are disclosed in this as well as in several 
other states. 

Many of the postmasters who have their coats 
off for Mr. Taft are defending themselves with 
the assertion that they did not surrender their 
rights as American citizens when they took office. 
This is what the spoilsmen used to say when it 
was first proposed to diminish their political 
activity. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is to be heard from effectively 
in this matter he must speak with greater empha- 
sis than he did in his recent letter to Mr. Foulke. 
Missouri officialdom is already enrolled, or- 
ganized and in action for Taft. <A candidacy 
which had a great deal to commend it has be- 
come, so far as this State is concerned, nothing 
more than a demonstration of men’s Appetite for 
Office. 

It must be that the civil service reform bars 
are all down, or First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock, chief spoilsman of the adminis- 
tration, would not have “retired from office’ to 
take personal command of the Taft campaign. 
Those who remember how easily Mr. Cortelyou 
‘retired from office’’ four years ago in order to 
manage the Roosevelt campaign and how quickly 
he was given a seat in the cabinet when his labors 
were ended, will readily understand that Mr. 
Hitchcock, though out of office, is not widely 
separated from the loaves and fishes. 

Here in Missouri the faith of the Washington 
Post in the President’s disapproval of pernicious 
activity on the part of officeholders is shared 
neither by the people nor ‘by the postmasters. 
The former seem to be indifferent. The latter are 
openly at work, running conventions, setting up 
delegations and bullying Republicans who attempt 
to interfere with them. 

There is nothing very creditable to anybody 
in the fact that the fourth American State is 
likely to speak at Chicago almost exclusively for 
its Federal officeholders. They are first, last and 
all the time for Taft and a reappointment. 
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OLD 16 TO 1 ONCE MORE. 

Recent chilling breezes from his native heath 
of Hard Times have put new energy into Mr. 
Bryan, and he rarely makes a speech nowadays 
without asserting that the free silver contention 
of 1896 has been vindicated. 

There is inspiration for promoters of discon- 
tent in groups of idle men, in smokeless chim- 
neys and in sidetracked box cars and locomotives. 
There is temptation in all these also for the vet- 
eran agitators of the 16 to 1 era to resume busi- 
ness at the old stand. 

Someone in the audience evidently thought of 
these things the other day, for he asked Mr. 
Bryan if the free coinage of silver for the benefit 
of the bonanza miners of the West was still an 
issue. The reply was: 

“No, free silver is not an issue. The silver ques- 
tion was an issue in 1896 because prices were falling 
and there was no other relief in sight. Since gold 
production has materially Increased prices are ris- 
ing--or were until the recent panic—and will again, 
as soon as normal conditions are restored. The silver 
question, therefore, will not be an issue.’’ 

Of course this settles the matter so far as the 
Democrats are concerned, for Mr. Bryan takes 
all the nominations, writes all the platforms and 
makes most of the speeches, but, unhappily for 
him and his party, it does not bind the Repub- 
licans. 

The free silver swindle will be an issue as long 
as’ Mr. Bryan’s candidacy for office continues and 
he cannot prevent it. Republicans, who know 
something about the political game themselves, 
may be depended upon to attend to that. 
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MR. CORTELYOU’S GREAT TRANSGRESSION 

Senator Culberson makes the charge openly 
that Secretary Cortelyou used public money in 
unjust proportion to help out Wall street banks 
and that he violated the law in issuing Panama 
Canal bonds and Treasury certificates. 

The Treasury's relations to Wall street have 
been a scandal for many years and Mr. Cortel- 
you appears to have done nothing umusual in that 
quarter. 

Probably there was nothing illegal about the 
issue of Panama bonds, for while the proceeds 
were not immediately applied to canal construc- 
tion, they no doubt will be so used at an early 
date. So much cannot be said of the Treasury 
certificates, which had no lawful warrant except 
one empowering the Secretary to sell them “in 
such sums as in his judgment thay be necessary 
to meet public expenditures.” 

Selling certificates for money to be loaned to 

banks without interest when the banks already 
held more than $200,000,000 can hardly be said to 
be “meeting necessary public expenditures.” 
As Mr. Cortelyou has been going around for 
some time with a chip on his shoulder, it wouid 
do no harm if Republicans as well as Democrats 
in the Senate were to place on record a most em- 
phatic condemnation of this transaction, 
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It took Uncle Joe Cannon only a few minutes 
the other day to convince a delegation of West- 
ern manufacturers that it is humanly impossible 
to revise the tariff. Most people came to this 
conclusion long ago. When an abuse becomes so 
rank that it cannot be reformed there is only one 
remedy, and that is destruction. The tariff wil] 
meet its match some time. 
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In view of Mr. Roosevelt's early strenuos- 
ity in favor of the open shop it is highly probable 
that his forthcoming message on labor questions 
will be “exceedingly mild in tone,” for an elec- 
tion is approaching.

January, 1906 
The settlement ends a guit for $1,730,000 


filed by the County Attorney in the 
Superior Court in May, .1907. The suit 
followed the discovery that the inven- 
tory of the estate contained many se 
curities acquired in 1900 or later and 
never listed for assessment by Mr 
Field. The taxes amounted to $1,300,000.
